Defeat of the Spanish Fleet at 


Philippine Islands.

London, May 3.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of the Times, describing Sun- 
day's engagement at Manila, says: The 
Olympia, the Boston, the Raleigh, the 
Concord, the Petrel and the Monocacy, 
entered the bay under cover of dark- 
ness by the smaller and safer Bo- 
cachica channel. The forts of Cor- 
regidor Island gave the alarm by firing 
on the intruders, but they seem to 
have inflicted no serious damage. The 
American squadron moved up the bay, 
and at 3 o'clock in the morning ap- 
peared before Cavite. 
Here, lying 


under the shelter of the forts, was the 
Spanish squadron. 


Admiral Montejo, a few days before, 


went to Subic bay to look for the 
enemy, but learning that they were 
vastly superior in force had prudently 
returned and placed his ships under 
the protection of the forts. This was 
his only chance of meeting the enemy 
on something like equal terms, and it 
did not suffice. 


Soon the Americans opened fire. 


The Spaniards replied vigorously, and 
the combat continued without inter- 
ruption for four hours, during which 
the Don Antonio de Ullea was sunk, 
the Castilla and Mindanao were set on 
fire, and the Reina Maria Christina 
and the Don Juan de Austria were 
seriously damaged. One or two of the 
smaller craft were scuttled by their 
crews to escape capture. Others took 
refuge in a small neighboring creek, 
empting into Baker bay, where pre- 
sumably the American ships were un- 
able to follow them. But not one sur- 
rendered." 


Captain Cadarso, of the cruiser Reina 


Maria Christina, who was killed on 
the bridge of his vessel, was one of the 
most brilliant officers in the Spanish 
navy. 


An unconfirmed dispatch from'Mad- 


rid places the Spanish loss in the bat- 
tle of Manila at 400 killed and a large 
number wounded. The American loss 
is not stated, though it is asserted that 
the American ships were badly dam- 
aged. 


Little additional news has arrived 


from Manila, but the cardinal fact is 
that Commander Dewey is now in pos- 
session of Manila bay, and can cer- 
tainly take possession of Corregidor 
Island, even if he finds difficulty in 
effectually capturing Manila itself, 
owing to the" absence of a necessary 
landing force. Having thus secured a 
naval base, he will have no difficulty 
in securing supplies of coal. This is 
a mere question of money and or- 
ganization. The belligerent'1 who is 
strong in certain waters will generally 
in securing supplies of coal. 


Commodore Dewey, according to a 


dispatch from Madrid, gave General 
Augusti 24 hours to comply with an 
ultimatum which demanded all warlike 
stores and the entire stock of coal in 
charge of the government officials. The 
ultimatum asserted that no money levy 
would be made on Manila. The dis- 
patch says it is believed inv Madrid 
that the government has already 
cabled the captain general authority to 
comply with the demand, no other 
course being open. 


The cabinet ministers admit that 


the naval battle off Cavite ended in 
utter rout, but they are resolved to 
spare no efforts in the defense of their 
country. 


It is noticeable among al'l classes, 


especially among politicians, that there 
is a strong hope of an intervention 
by continental powers, especially Ger- 
many and Russia. 


The Madrid correspondent of the 


Standard telegraphing at midnight, 
says: "Senor Aguilera, the civil gov- 
ernor of Madrid, has just posted on the 
walls of the home office the customary 
proclamation, intimating that the civil 
authorities consider the circumstances 
justify their banding over to the mili- 
tary authorities the mission of keeping 
order. 


NO IffiTORTJFROM DEWEY. 


Troops Will Promptly Be Sent on His 


Iteqnest. 


Washington, May 4.—Yesterday passed

Washington, May 4. — On Wednesday

They made a 
feeble resistance, none of their shots 
striking the warships.

On Thursday the monitor Terror and 


gunboat Machias made a big capture 
off Cardenas. The Spanish vessel taken 
was the steamer Guido, of 3,133 tons, 
with a crew of 36. Manuel TUvas, a 
sailor, was in the pilot house of the 
Guido when a shell struck it, and he 
was fatally Wounded by splinters pene- 
trating hfs breast. Ma.ny regiments of 
the regular army have been ordered 
to Tampa, Fla., preparatory to being 
landed in Cuba. The Ogden Goelet es- 
tate refused to accept the $500,000 of- 
fered by the government for the yacht 
Mayflower, now with Admiral Samp- 
son's fleet, and gives the vessel as a 
free gift. 


On Friday last the national house 


passed the war revenue measure, in- 
cluding the provision authorizing a 
5500,000,000 bond issue. The Spanish 
fleet at Cape Verde Islands sailed away, 
being notified by the Portuguese gov- 
ernment of that government's declara- 
tion of neutrality. It was announced 
that the American liners leased by the 
government will be used as prize seek- 
ers.

, The advantage of drawing boards of 
health to the service of the public 
echoolo has been abundantly proved 
by results in Boston and New York, 
where competent medical inspection 
of schools has been secured through 
the combination. The health commis- 
sioner of St. Louis, authorized to re- 
port on the sanitary condition of the 
schools of that city, has disclosed an 
alarming array of unsanitary and even 
pestilential evils. 
It seems almost 


incredible that a city whose schools 
were but a few years ago the pride of 
the West-, should suffer the neglect 
indicated by this report. 


A writer in the New York Independ- 


ent discusses at some length why the 
Doited States is so unpopular with 
Europeans. Beginning with France, 
the writer says: "For years there has 
been a large American colony in Paris, 
but its members find it difficult to get 
any 
entree into French society. 


French ideals differ from ours as 
much as they do from the English. 
Besides, the natural sympathy of 
France is with its neighbor, Spain, 
which has a large colony in Paris; and 
Spanish bonds are held in France 
which would be almost worthless if 
Cuba were to secure independence. 
The French believe what the Span- 
iards tell them, that the United States 
is hungering to annex Cuba. We need 
not argue the ill-will of Germany; it 
is too plain to be missed. It is caused 
partly by the operation of our tariff 
and partly by the loss to the United 
States of so many German citizens 
and possible soldiers. But still more 
Ihe cause is in that which is seen all 
through Europe, the growth and pros- 
perity of this country, the develop- 
ment of its manufactures and com- 
merce, which excite general appre- 
hension. 
What Germany feels is 


what the Austrian premier, Golu- 
chowski, startled us by proclaiming 
that the twentieth century must see 
the union of Europe against America 
to shut out American products and in- 
fluence. The yellow peril, from China, 
is not so mnch feared as the American 
peril. This apprehension affects all 
Europe, though just now more clearly 
expressed in Germany and Austria. 
But Italy feels it as we!!, although she 
has her special grievance in the Xew 
Orleans lynching case. Of the great 
powers there remain Russia, which 
has no public opinion and Great Bri- 
tain, the mother country, remains oui 
friend."

One night the thieves were 
overtaken by the Indians. The red 
men dared not shoot Middleton, so 
they took the horses and returned 
home. Middleton's front teeth were 
filled with gold, and he was known to 
all the redskins as the 'Gold Chief. 
The Indians believed that 'Doc' must 
have been favored by the Great Spirit 
in order to have goid teeth, and they 
would not kill him. 


"One of Middleton's escapades was 


known all over the country. He was 
at North Platte, and a deputy sheriff 
tried to take him. 'Doc' mounted his 
horse, pulled a couple of revolvers and 
rode over all the town daring any man 
to shoot at him. The government 
finally made a determined effort to 
capture 'Doc' and sent out four se- 
cret service men. They met 'Doc' at 
a Fourth of July celebration at Atchi- 
son, Neb. He took their pistols away 
and made them run footraces and join 
in the other festivities of the day. 
Once Judge Moody of Deadwood de- 
manded Middleton's surrender. He 
made the judge throw up his hands 
and then took all the valuables he 
had. 


"Middleton was finally captured by 


Deputies Lewellen and Hazen, who 
were sent out by Governor Thayer of 
Nebraska. 'Doc' was taken to Omaha, 
where he received a' sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. He was 
shown leniency because he always 
protected the white settlers and only 
stole the stock belonging to the In- 
dians. At the expiration of his term 
'Doc' returned to Atchison, Neb., and 
became a law-abiding citizen."—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat

The best results are obtained with a 
variety of feed. 
Clover, wheat, peas, 
oats, middlings and bran, with all the 
spare skim and butter milk, are per­ 
haps the most 
satisfactory foods. 
Corn should be given in moderation. 
Abroad barley meal is regarded as the 
best feed for the production of high- 
dass pork. 
The best results are ob­ 
tained with ground feed, 
Tho whole 
grain is more expensive, as it is eaten 
too rapidly to allow of proper masti­ 
cation and digestion. 
If unground, 
the grain should be^soakedfor twenty- 
four hours before feeding. 


Hogs require some other succulent 
food when debarred from clover, and, 
as they do not take kindly to ensilage, 
it is necessary to supply roots. Pump­ 
kins are excellent to give variety and 
furnish succulence. 
The great value 
of juicy foods is not in th e 4amount of 
nourishment they contain, but in the 
stimulus they afford to the appetite, 
thereby enabling the pigs to maintain 
digestion and assimilationunimpaired. 
Sa^t, 
charcoal and ashes should be 
freely supplied, as they aid in regulat­ 
ing digestion. 
They are particularly 
needed when the hogs 
are being 
pushed. 


I t is im portant to remember that it 
is not what a hog eats but what he di­ 
gests that makes the pork. 
For this 
reason the animals should be watched 
when at meals, and should never be 
allowed to overfeed. 
This is a very 
common trouble, as hogs are natur­ 
ally very greedy. 
Their real wants 
can easily be discerned by noting tho 
eagerness with which they come to 
their feed. 
Tho supply should be 
proportioned accordingly, and any 
surplus should at once be removed. 
In profitable pork 
production the 
aim is to havo the hogs eat as much 
as possible without cloying the ap­ 
petite. 
To do this they must be fed 
regularly and, though tempted to eat, 
must only be given what they will cat 
up clean.

True, she does not need a milk-form­ 
ing diet, but she requires a tissue and 
a bone forming one, for a future re ­ 
serve force when she becomes a cow. 
The amount of flesh on a young ani­ 
mal’s back does not necessarily repre­ 
sent physical force, vitality, or sound 
tissue. I t may be merely iat, without 
a relative development of sinew, bone 
and muscle. 
A heifer will stand more 
exercise than a cow, but she wants just 
as warm a stable, and should not be 
made to bow down and worship the 
straw stack. 
Plenty of good hay with 
a supplement of roots, or, in this win­ 
ter of hay scarcity, ensilage and cut 
straw, with a light grain addition, 
form excellent rations. 
The object 
should be to combine foods so as to 
get growth of a sound, 
permanent 
character. —American Agriculturist. 


THIS WINTER DAIRY. 


It is rightly considered economical 
to draw manure to the fields daily, in 
order that its fertilizing properties 
may not be lost by leaching in the 
barnyard, writes George E. Newell. 
There is another side to this, how­ 
ever, which the writer considers of 
great importance to the successful 
prosecution of winter dairying. 
To 
allow heaps of fermenting manure to 
accumulate all winter in proximity to 
the stable, is injurious both to the 
health of the cows and the quality of 
tho milk. 
I t is an evil that cuts two 
ways, and so has little that caubesaid 
in its defense. 
If winter was one un­ 
interrupted period of frosty weather, 
the danger would be slight. 
As it is, 
thaws and heavy rains during winter 
are irequent, and turn barnyards into 
slush, at least those which have not 
been previously graveled and drained. 


The averago barnyard is situated on 
a common level with the stable, and 
paved with natural soil and compost. 
Often too, from additions to the latter 
what drainage there is sets toward the 
stable, underneath which may exist a 
permanent cesspool. 
Such surround­ 
ings taint the atmosphere, and are a 
constant menace to winter dairying. 
Thus, for a two-fold reason should 
manure be spread on the fields as fast 
as made—to 
prevent the leaching 
away of fertilizing properties, and to 
keep the stable 
atmosphere whole­ 
some and pure.

HOW WAR IS DECLARED. 


THE POLICY WHICH HAS CONTROLLED 


OUR GOVERNMENT IN THE PAST. 


Power Vested by the Constitution In 


CougreM-Action Taken on the War of 
1812 With Great Britain and With Mex- 
ico In 1845--The Case of Spain. 
• • 


The power to declare war is vested 


by the constitution of the United 
States in the two houses of Congress, 
acting concurrently. 
Bancroft, the 


historian, says: 


"This regulation is where the spirit 


of republicanism exercised its hunum- 
est influence. 
The world had been 


retarded in civilization, impoverished 
and, laid waste by wars of the personal 
ambition of its kings. 
The conven- 


tion in the interest of peace entrusted 
the power to declare war, not to the 
executive, but to the deliberate de- 
cision" of the two branches of the legis- 
lature, each of them having a negative 
on the other, and the executive re- 
taining his negative o*n them both." 


Since the adoption of the constitu- 


tion the United States has waged two 
foreign wars, that with Great Britain 
in 1812-14, and that with Mexico, 
1845-47. The "casus belli" of the 
former, while usually referred to as 
England's unjust claims to the en- 
forcement of the imprisonment act, 
under which she took Americans from 
the decks of our vessels on the high 
seas and forced them to serve on 
board her ships of war, had its 
foundation in something which oc- 
curred several years previously. On 
the 23d of June, 1807, the frigate 
Chesapeake, a Baltimore built vessel, 
was fired upon while in a defenceless 
condition off the capes by the British 
ship Leopard, and some of her crew 
carried off under pretense that they 


* were deserters. This outrage created 
the greatest excitement, and meetings 
were held in all the principal cities of 
the country, at which the general in- 
dignation was vehemently expressed. 
On June 18, 1812, Congress passed 
the act declaring war, which was ap- 
proved by President Madison the fol- 
lowing day. Preparations for an out- 
break of hostilities had been going on 
for five years and the first move made 
was the disastrous invasion of Canada. 


There was no formal declaration of 


war against Mexico. On February 27, 
1845, the United States Senate based 
joint resolutions for the annexation of 
the republic of Texas to the United 
States. The next day they were con- 
curred in by the House of Represen- 
tatives, and on the first of March ap- 
proved by the president. Mexico, 
which claimed Texas as a portion of its 
territory, treated the passage of the 
act of annexation as a declaration of 
war. Congress formally recognized, 
the existence of hostilities on the 13th 
of May, 184B. 


Until within a short time past there 


has been little apprehension of war 
between Spain and the United States, 
and neither country has been actively 
prepared for it. It will, therefore, be 
the policy of both to delay the matter 
as long as possible. As much time as 
can be used up in diplomatic negotia- 
tions will be so-used, and at the same 
time the delay will be utilized to pre- 
pare for the inevitable. When it shall 
be clearly seen. in this country and 
when Congress is convinced that 
peace without dishonor and humilia- 
tion is no longer possible, a bill form- 
ulating a declaration of war against 
his most Catholic majesty, King Al- 
fonzo XII, will be introduced. 'This 
may be debated for awhile, but should 
it pass it would undoubtedly at once 
receive the approval of the president. 


The latter would then issue his 


proclamation reciting the action of 
Congress, and warning all enemies of 
the United States and all Spanish ves- 
sels in our ports to leave the country 
within designated time. Simultane- 
ously with the proclamation of the 
president the Spanish minister would 
be given his passports, and the secre- 
tary of state would issue to him under 
the great seal of the United Sjtates a 
safe conduct out of the country for 
himself, his attendants and his and 
their property. Should the Spanish 
government anticipate such action by 
the United States and itself declare 
war against this government, no act of 
Congress would be necessary. As was 
the case with Mexico, in that event a 
joint resolution by the two houses 
recognizing the existence of hostili- 
ties between the two nations would be 
all that would be necessary. In such 
• case Spain would undoubtedly be 
prepared to follow np her declaration 
by some decisive blow.—Baltimore 
News.

Killing Four Caribou Out of Five at Ixinff 


UUtaucet. 


A party of four of us left here for 


the upper part of the state for a four- 
days' hunting trip on Fob. 12, says a 
Bath (Me.) letter to the Army' and 
Navy Journal. There was one man 
among us, Orderly Sergeant'Richard- 
son, U. S. A., at Fort Pophani, Me., 
still in the service. 
On the third 


morning three of us—the sergeant, an- 
other, and myself—left camp together 
in search of game, the snow falling 
thick, but calm; no wind. 
We had 


not gone more than a mile from camp 
when we saw on the next ridge (a hill- 
side) five caribou standing on the hill- 
side in such open place that it was al- 
most impossible to get nearer them 
without being seen. 
After a wait of 


some time for them to change their 
position, that we might advance nearer 
and get a shot of more certainty, our 
silence was broken by the sergeant's 
remark that he had killed deer as far 
away as that, and thought he could 
kill one of these. 
We all agreed to 


let him take a shot, and estimated the 
distance at 500 yards.

Then the sergeant ad- 


justed his sights to that distance, and 
to my greatest surprise he killed the 
third one. The other two separated, 
and one of them came back near the 
first one that was shot, when he stood 
broadside to us and the sergeant fired, 
but shot low and broke both front legs 
just above the knee. 
After a little 


skirmishing about in the brush we 
found him, and one more shot from 
the old Springfield rifle, with the ser- 
geant behind it, gave us four out of 
five caribou, and only five shots fired, 
and by only one man at that. 
We 


went into camp with flying colors, and 
were the centre of attraction tnat 
evening. 


One of the party inquired of the 


sergeant where be had obtained such 
proficiency in marksmanship, when 
he pulled his coat open and exhibited 
a splendid gold badge from the army, 
a distinguished marksman's medal, 
won by him in 1889 in the division 
competion of the army, Department of 
the East. 
Our party were on this 


hunt for several days, and killed six 
deer, two elk,. and four caribou, of 
which Serge'ant Richardson killed four 
caribou, three deer, and one elk, and 
he killed them all over 400 yards, ex- 
cept one deer, which he shot on the 
run, and and about 150 yards distance, 
breaking his neck. 


Child Saved by a Bear. 


Eesidents of Apalachin, X. Y., had 


a bad scare recently, when the four- 
year-old child of Henry Rathburn 
started out alone to look for trailing 
arbutus. 
It was half an hour before 


she was missed, and then all trace of 
the little one was lost. Her distracted 
father and his neighbors joined in the 
search. 


While passing through a1 ravine they 


were startled to see an uncouth object 
shambling toward them some distance 
up the road, carrying a bundle in its 
mouth. 
Closer 
inspection proved 


to the terrified searchers that the ob- 
ject was a bear and the bundle a child. 
It is many years since a bear was seen 
in this section, but the men, though 
unarmed, prepared to give battle, one 
of their number going back for help. 
But the bear trotted toward them as 
though totally unconcerned, and when 
a few yards away carefully laid down 
the child it was carrying by its dress. 


When the men approached and took 


up the little one the bear did not show 
fight,-and a closer investigation proved 
he had a ring in his nose. 
Later it 


was found the bear belonged to an 
Italian who was camping in a nearby 
barn, making a* tour of the country. 
He had purchased the animal when 
a cub and reared him in a New York 
tenement, where he was allowed to 
play with the children, and it was 
there he had learned the trick of car- 
rying the little ones.—New York 
Press.

L'OLONNOIS. THE CRUEL, 


He Wa» the Moct Ferorlou* of All the 


Famous Buccaneer*. 


Fmnk R. Stockton is writing "The 


Buccaneers of Our Coast" in St. Nich- 
olas. He says: 


Among the buccaneer leaders who 


distinguished themselves an laud pi- 
rates was Francis 
L'Oloniiois, 
a 


Frenchman. In those days it was the 
custom to enforce servitude upou peo- 
ple who are not able to take care of 
themselves; unfortunate debtors and 
paupers of all classes were sold to 
people who had need of their services. 
Boys and girls were sold for a term of 
years, somewhat as if they had been 
apprentices; and it so happened that 
the boy L'Olonuois was sold to a mas- 
ter who took him to the West Indiest 
There he led the life of a slave until he 
was of age; and then, being no longer 
subject to ownership, he became one of 
the freest and most independent per- 
sons who ever walked this earth. 
He 


began his career on the island of His- 
paniola, where he took up the busi- 
ness of hunting and butchering cattle, 
but he soon became a pirate, and en- 
listed as a common sailor on one of 
their ships. Here he gave signs of be- 
ing so brave and unscrupulous that 
one of the leading pirates on the island 
of Tortuga gave him a ship ami a 
crew, and set him up in business. 
The career of L'Olonnois was much 
like that of other buccaneers of the 
day except that he was abominably 
cruel to his Spanish prisoners. 


All the barbarities attributed to tlie 


pirates of the world were united in 
the career of this wretch, who does 
not appear to be so good an example 
of the true pirate as P*oc, the Brazilian. 
He was not so brave, he was not so 
able, and it would be impossible for 
any one to look upon him as a hero. 
After having attained in a short time 
the reputation of being the wickedest 
pirate of his day, L'Olonnois Mas un- 
fortunate enough to be wrecked upon 
the coast near Campeachy. 
He and 


his crew came safely to shore, but it 
was not long before their presence 
was discovered by the people of the 
town, and the Spanish soldiers attacked 
them. 
There was a fierce fight, but 


the Spaniards were stronger, and the 
buccaneers 
were utterly defeated. 


Many were killed, wounded, or taken 
prisoners. 


Among the wounded was L'Olon- 


nois, and when the Spaniards walked 
over the battlefield, he was looked 
upon as killed. 
When the soldiers 


had retired, he stealthily arose and 
made his way into the woods, where 
he stayed until his wounds were Avell 
enough for him to walk about. 
He 


divested himself of his great boots, 
his pistol-belt, and the rest of his 
piratical costume, and adding to his 
scanty raiment a cloak and hat which 
he had stolen from a poor Cottage, he 
boldly approached 
the town and 


entered it. He looked like a very or- 
dinary person, and no notice was 
taken of him by the authorities. Here 
he found shelter and something to eat, 
and soon began to make himself very 
much at home in the streets of Cam- 
peachy. 


THE TROLLEY WAGON. 


A New Tiling Which Makes Fifteen Miles 


an Hour. 


The very latest vehicle to transport 


people around is called the trolley 
wagon. This interesting contrivance 
is really a happy medium between the 
trolley car and the ordinary vehicle. 
We have had auto-cars and motor-cars, 
but the trolley wagon is neither. 
It 


is an invention all by itself, and its 
source of power is the one thing that 
enables the trolley car to call it a first 
cousin. 


The motor of the wagon is connected 


to the rear wheel by suitable gearing. 
It is about 15-horsepo\ver. 
It is a 


powerful affair, for its two rear wheels 
are eight feet in diameter. 
The two 


front wheels are four feet in diameter. 
The frame supporting the motor is 
suspended from the wagon frame. 


The width of the wheels is consid- 


erable, and as the front wheels are 
much nearer together than" 'the rear 
wheels the wagon acts to quite a 
degree as a road roller. 
One of the 


advantages of the trolley wagon is 
that the worst road in the country has 
no terrors for it. 
The width of its 


wheels and the way they are adjusted 
make it possible for it to even ride 
over plowed ground in safety, and 
without that disagreeable jar that a 
rough road generally causes. 


The trolley itself is adapted to run 


either on two or three wires. 
Every- 


one who has seen a trolley car must 
have noticed the little wheel that runs 
along on the wire. 
This is called the 


locking wheel, 
and its movement, 


which has heretofore been on a vertical 
plane, is arranged in this instance to 
operate on a horizontal plane, thus 
changing complication to simplicity 
and reducing the cost and weight of 
the wheel. 


The inventor of the vehicle believes 


there are wonderful prospects in store 
for it 
He sees no reason why it may 


not be utilized in many sections of the 
country, particularly where street cars 
do not run, and the building of a 
street car line would involve tremen- 
dous expense. 
He thinks the trolley 


wires could be erected, and then all 
that is needful will have been accom- 
plished, as the trolley wagon can run 
over any kind of a road. 


The wagon referred to has made a 


speed on a road of not over good con- 
struction of 15 miles an hour without 
great jar or accident. 
The invention 


certainly possesses the merit of being 
unique, and in attracting no little in- 
terest among those wlio are interested 
in the future of tlwii-olley.—Philadel- 
phia Press. 


Clever $luiu0»e Girl*. 


The dancing girls of Siaru are re- 


markable for the agility and grace of 
their movements. The cup dance is 
the prettiest and most poetic of all. A 
row of young girls, with a tier of cups 
on their heads,tuke their places in the 
middle of the great hall. A burst of 
joyous music follows. 
On hearing 


this they simultaneously, with mili- 
tary precision, kneel down, fold their 
bauds and bow their heads until their 
foreheads almost touch the polished 
marble floor, keeping the cups stead- 
ily on their heads by some marvelous 
jerk of the neck. 
Then, suddenly 


springing to their feet they describe a 
succession of rapid and intricate cir- 
cles, keeping time to the music with 
their arms, hands and feet. 


Next the music swells into a rap- 


turous tumult. 
The dancers raise 


their delicate feet, curve their arms 
and fingers in almost impossible flex- 
ures, sway to and fro like withes of 
willow, agitate all the muscles of the 
bady like the flutter of leaves in the 
soft evening breeze, but still keep the 
cups on their heads. 


The dancing girls of Bangkok are 


always exercising in the royal gymna- 
sium. Their ages vary from five to 
twenty years. The curious and subtle 
feat of picking up a straw with the 
eyelids can be learned only by the 
youngest of them, who are made to 
practice it to render them flexible in 
every part of the body. 
There are 


two long rows of benches, one a little 
higher than the other. 
On the low er 


is a row of little girls, and on the 
upper bench are laid the polished bits 
of straw. At the sound of the drum 
the little girls, all together, bend 
back the head and neck until they 
touch the bits of straw, which, with 
wonderful dexterity, they secure be- 
tween the corners of their eyelids. 


The Duke's Snuff 
Box. 


At an auction sale of snuff boxes 


which enlivened London some time 
ago, one of the most valuable myste- 
riously disappeared, and has not yet 
been recovered. The loss has brought 
np a host of similar occurrences, and 
one newspaper correspondent recalls 
a story current two generations ago, 
the Duke of Sussex being the hero. 
He had presided at a dinner of virtuosi, 
and a distinguished diplomatist among 
the company produced a snuff box set 
in precious stones, the gift of a crowned 
head to one of his ancestors.

HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


Recipe*. 


Horseradish Sauce—Soak a stick of 


horseradish, then grate. Mix two ta- 
ble-spoonfuls with a teiwpoonful of 
suit, two tttblespoonfuls of tarragon 
vinegar and a saltspoon of made mus- 
tard. Beat up the yolk of an egg in 
one gill of cream und stir into the 
sauce. 
The cr<?a:n and egg rob the 


horseradish of its excessive sharp- 
ness. 


Hashed Pork—This is an excellent 


method of using up cold roast pork. 
Cut the meat into thin slires and sea- 
son them with pepper and salt. Chop 
up tivo onions and fry them till nicely 
b, own, add the slices of pork to them, 
together with oueteaspooufnl of four, 
two blades of pounded mace, two 
cloves, a tablespoonful of vinegar and 
a half a pint of gravy. Stew the, whole 
gently for about half an hour, and 
serve upon slices of toast, or simply 
garnished \i ith sippets of toast. 


Spinach Pie—Boil a quantity of 


spinach; then, when cooked surticieut- 
ly, instantly remove it from the water 
and wring it completely dry. Chop 
the vegetable very small, add to it a 
handful of minced ham and some salt, 
and fry it slightly in a frying pan 
with fiesli butter. When it has cooled 
lay it iu a shallow pie dish, cover it 
•with pie crust, and bake till the crust 
is done through. A small quantity of 
strong meat gravy would be an im- 
provement added to the spinach be- 
fore it is covered. 


Fig Mold—Wash and chop half a 


pound of the best dried rigs and place 
them iu a saucepan M ith a piece of 
lemon rind, an ounce of sugar and a 
half pint ot claret. Boil these slowly 
till the figs are cooked through; then, 
remove the lemon peel and stir in a 
quarter of an ounce of gelatine, pre- 
viously dissolved in half a gill of cold 
water. When completely mixed, pour 
the \\hole into a border mold, with 
an opening in the centre. This hav- 
ing set, turn out and fill in the centre 
aperture with a gill of cream, stiffly 
whipped with a teaspoonfnl of vanilla 
essence and one dessertspoonful of 
castor sugar. 


Manhattan Sauce—Place a sauce- 


pan with a teaspoonful butter and one 
fine chopped small onion over the fire; 
stir and cook three minutes without 
browning; add half-pint canned toma- 
toes, six coarsely pounded peppers 
and one-quarter teaspoonful of salt; 
boil ten minutes; then run the toma- 
toes through a sieve. Put the yolks 
of four eggs in a small double boiler, 
add one heaping teaspoonful butter 
and four tablespoonfuls of the strained 
tomatoes; place the boiler over the 
fire and stir until thick; remove at 
once; continue the stirring for a few 
minutes; add half teaspoonful pap- 
rika or a little cayenne pepper, a sprin- 
kle of salt, one teaspoonful lemon 
juice and last half-cupful whipped 
cream. 


Veal Cutlets—For veal cutlets take 


the best end of a neck of veal and 
cut it into cutlets of an equal thick- 
ness, trim them neatly, and lard the 
lean part with the strips of fat bacon; 
place the cutlets in a stewpan, and 
nearly cover them with some well fla- 
vored stock; add one-half glassful of 
sherry, cover the stewpan closely, and 
let simmer gently for one-half hour, 
and when tender drain the gravy from 
them, and place the cutlets between 
two flat dishes with a weight upon 
them until they are cold; strain the 
the gravy, carefully remove the fat, 
and boil quickly until it is reduced; 
heat the cutlets in an oven, dish them 
in a circle, pour the gravy over, and 
place mushrooms, 
turnip, 
French 


beans or endive puree in the centre, 
and serve. 


Household Hints. 


Ordinary headaches almost always 


yield to the simultaneous application 
of hot water to the feet and back of 
the neck. 


Where vegetables are to be served 


alone, select the most perfect of their 
kind. The less sightly ones may be 
used for stewing, soups or season- 
ings. 


A strip of flannel or a soft napkin, 


folded lengthwise and dipped in hot 
water and wrung out, and then ap- 
plied around the neck of a child that 
has the croup, will surely bring re- 
lief in a few minutes. 


If a piece of rare beefsteak is left 


over from breakfast, it makes an ex- 
cellent sandwich filling for luncheon 
if chopped very fine and seasoned with 
salt aud pepper. In this condition it 
is much more digestible than when 
reheated in the universally detested 
stew. 


Sponge faded silks with warm water 


and soap; then rub them with a dry 
cloth on a flat board; afterward iron 
them on the inside with a smooth iron. 
Old black silks will be improved by 
sponging with spirits. 
In this case, 


the ironing may be done on the right 
side, tfiin paper being spread over to 
prevent glazing. 


Here is a good way to clean carpets 


without taking them np: Sweep thor- 
oughly first; then put two tablespoon- 
fuls of ammonia in a pail of water, 
and with a brush, not too stiff, scrub 
the carpet carefully. 
Wipe with a 


cloth; change the water frequently. 
Open all the windows and doors until 
th-« carpet dries.

PALATABLE ODDS AND ENDS. 


Tiemains of a roast lamb or mutton 
can bo served in a variety of dainty 
ways. For instance, cut the cold meat; 
in long, thin slices and heat them in a 
buttered baking-disli with a sauce and 
a seasoning of salt, pepper,and a little 
mustard. 
Serve very hot with a gar­ 
nish of fried tomatoes, or of mush­ 
rooms, and a highly seasoned tomato 
sauce. 
Again, the slices may be well 
heated and served with a very rich 
white sauce and fried croutons of bread 
thickly spread with anchovy butter. 
Cold lamb chops are very nice if 
trimmed, spread thickly with a pouree 
of onions, dipped in egg and seasoned 
breadcrumbs and lightly boiled or 
fried, then garnished with olive or 
parsley and served with tomato sauce.

Even in the most reliable shops 
—so called—the weighing is very lax. 
Butchers claim that the deficiencies in 
their weights are all due to the waste 
in trimming. 
Very well, order the 
meat sent untrimmed. 
You will get 
fresher meat, and what you trim oil 
will often giee you nice bits for the 
stock pot, suet, etc. 
Try it and be 
convinced. 


A quick-witted housekeeper says she 
has saved many a dollar in plumbers' 
bills by buying a force cup and learn­ 
ing to handle a wrench. 
Despite 
washing soda and potash, now and then 
something unmeltable slips through 
the sink strainer and clogs the pipe. 
All the more modern plumbing has a 
nut at the bottom of the “goose-neck,” 
just below the sink. 
By setting a 
pan beneath this, and with a wrench 
loosening and then removing the cap, 
the obstruction will generally be found 
right there. 
Sometimes the foroe-cup 
applied over the strainer in the sink 
will be -sufficient to clear the pipe 
without taking the cap off the goose­ 
neck. 
If both fail, no harm will have 
been done, but one or the other, or 
both, succeeds often enough to make 
it worth while to exercise ono’s ingen­ 
uity a bit. 


RECIPES# 


Prune Pie—Stew the prunes as for 
sauce, stone them and tear into small 
pieces. 
Lino a deep pie dish with 
crust, fill with the prunes and sprinkle 
over half a cup of sugar and a little 
cinnamon. 
Lover with a meringue 
made of the white of one egg and two 
scant tablespoonfuls 
of powdered 
sugar. 


Broiled Potatoes—Out cold boiled 
potatoes into lengthwise slices, about 
a quarter of an inch thick. 
Dip each 
slice in flour and lay them on an oys­ 
ter broiler. 
Have the fire clear, and 
when both sides are nicely browned 
lay the slices on a hot dish, putting a 
small piece of butter on each slice and 
sprinkling over salt and pepper. 


Egg Vermicelli—Boil 
three egge 
twenty minutes. 
Separate the yolks 
and chop the whites fine. 
Toast four 
slices of bread and cut into small tri­ 
angles. 
Make a white sauce with one 
cup of milk, one teaspoonful of butter, 
one heaping teaspoonful of flour, half 
a teaspoonful of sait and half a salt- 
spoontul of pepper.

into the sauce and pour over the bits 
of toast arranged on a platter,

strainer over the whole. 


Beef Boll—Take a slice of round 
steak; make a dressing with one cup 
of fine bread crumbs, one-half tea­ 
spoonful each of salt, summer savory 
and sage, one*half saltspoonful of pep­ 
per and one onion chopped fine. 
Moisten with milk and add a table* 
spoonful of melted butter. 
Spread 
the meut with the dressing, roll and tie 
firmly. 
Fry out a slice of fat pork in 
a saucepan, brown the loll in this, 
then add two cupfuls of hot water and 
simmer on the back of the stove for 
two hours.

For $500,000 He Will Destroy the 


Spanish Navy. 


Hudson Maxim, of London, offers 


to the United States government to 
furnish for $500,000, the cost of con- 
struction and equipment, a ship which 
he claims to be capable of destroying 
the entire Spanish navy. The plan 
involves the use of aerial torpedoes. 
The writer is a brother of Hiram Max- 
im, inventor of weapons of destruction, 
and is well known in the scientific 
woild. 


Mr. Maxim holds that if his inven. 


tions are put into practice, armor will 
be rendered useless. The projectile, 
instead of being an armor-piercing 
shot, will be a thin shell, intended 
only as a cover for the explosive which 
it will carry. 
Pneumatic guns lor 


throwing high explosives have a limited 
range. 
His torpedoes, which carry 


half a ton of explosive, may be sent 
nine miles, while a ton of gun cotton 
can 
be thrown five miles. 
These 


ranges are equal to the .effective ranges 
of high power guns on battle ships. 
His cruiser would fight head on, the 
exposed portion of the vessel being pro- 
tected by deflecting armor, sufficiently 
thick to turn aside the projectiles of a 
battle ship. The cruiser would have a 
speed of from twenty to twenty-four 
knots and could choose its own posi- 
tion with respect to battle ships. 
One 


cruiser, he argues, would be able on an 
average to destroy one hundred battie 
ships.

plete loss of capital invested in the 
tenture. 
This is not the first failure 
3iat whiskey can be credited with.

A new locomotive, built for the 
Midland road,in England, made three- 
quarters of a mile at the rate of ninety 
miles an hour. 
As this is a better 
record than others reported in 1895, 
1896 and 1897, the achievement pro­ 
vokes great delight among railroad 
people on tho “right little, tight little 
isle.” Excusably, too. 
It is almost 
equal to some of the spurts of New 
York Central trains between Batavia 
and. Buffalo, where a rate of one hun­ 
dred miles and hour has been ex­ 
ceeded, __________________ 


The advantage of drawing boards of 
health to the service of the public 
echoolo has been abundantly proved 
by results in Boston and New York, 
where competent medical inspection 
of 3chools has been secured through 
the combination. The health commis­ 
sioner of St. Louis, authorized to re­ 
port on the sanitary condition of the 
schools of that city, has disclosed an 
alarming array of unsanitary aud even 
pestilential evils. 
It seems almost 
incredible that a city whose schools 
were but a few years ago the pride of 
the West, should suffer the neglect 
indicated by this report. 


A writer in the New York Independ­ 
ent discusses at some length why the 
United States is so unpopular with 
Europeans. 
Beginning with France, 
the writer says: “For years there has 
been a large American colony in Paris, 
but its members find it difficult to get 
any 
entree into French 
society. 
French ideals 
differ from ours as 
much as they do from the English. 
Besides, the natural 
sympathy of 
France is with its neighbor, Spain, 
which has a large colony in Paris; and 
Spanish bonds are held in Franco 
which would be almost worthless if 
Cuba were to secure independence. 
Tho French believe what the Span­ 
iards tell them, that the United States 
is hungering to annex Cuba. We need 
not argue the ill-will of Germany; it 
is too plain to be missed. It is caused 
partly by the operation of our tariff 
and partly by the loss to the United 
States of so many German citizens 
and possible soldiers. 
But still mbre 
tho cause is in that which is seen all 
through Europe, the growth and pros­ 
perity of this country, the develoj)- 
ment of its manufactures and com­ 
merce, which excite general appre­ 
hension. 
What Germany feels is 
what the Austrian 
premier, Golu- 
chowski, startled us by proclaiming 
that the twentieth century must see 
the union of Europe against America 
to shut out American products and in­ 
fluence. The yellow peril, from China, 
is not so much feared as the American 
peril. 
This apprehension affects all 
Europe, though just now more clearly 
expressed in Germany and Austria, 
But Italy feels it as well, although she 
has her special grievance in the New 
Orleans lynching case. 
Of the great 
powers there remain Russia, which 
has no public opinion and Great Bri­ 
tain, the mother country, remains oui 
triend."

** ‘Doc* Middleton was tho moat 
daring desperado that over terrorized 
tho Elkhorn valley and ruled tho 
Black Hills country with a high hand, ” 
said John C. Barclay, a shoo drum­ 
mer, at the Lindoll, as a party of 
western traveling men were swapping 
stories. 


“ Middleton always bore tl^ sou­ 
briquet of ‘Doe,’ but nobody seems 
to know how he was so dubbed. 
Be­ 
fore the railroads were built into 
Dead wood, S. 1)., I used to make one 
trip a year by stage to that country, 
and I saw ‘.Doc* *Middleton several 
times. 
He was a powerful fellow, with 
quick, elastic step, and wore a dark 
sombrero, 
an 
overcoat of wildcat 
skins and a bright handkerchief, and 
his cowboy make-up gave him the ap- 
pearance of a typical western frontiers­ 
man. 
Loading a baud of rangers, he 
waged war on-the Hioux Indians and 
protected the settlers of the Elkhorn 
valley, Neb. 
Government officials in 
those days feared him, and for years 
ho was the chief of desperadoes in 
those parts. 
But ho settled down to 
a respectable life in Nebraska over 15 
years ago and was engaged in the cat­ 
tle business. 


“ When I first knew ‘Doc* he was 
freighting from Sidney, Neb., to the 
Black Hills. 
One night, in a Sidney 
danco house, a half-dozen soldiers en­ 
gaged in a quarrel with ‘Doc/ and 
there was a shooting scrape. 
Middle­ 
ton escaped and hid in the hill sands 
on the Platte river. 
While living in 
the hills he picked up a bunch of 
horses and started out with them. 
He 
was captured and thrown into jdil in 
Sidney. 
The second night there he 
got the jailer drunk and walked away. 
He next appeared at a road ranch up 
the Elkhorn, having been without 
food for five days. 
Soon after that ho 
was hurrying down the Elkhorn val­ 
ley with a bunch of horses that be­ 
longed to the Indians. 
‘Doc* and 
his party were pursued by a company 
of United States soldiers, about 50„ 
settlers and a band of Indians. 
The 
white men gave up the chase in a few 
days, but the Indians kept on the 
trail. 
One night the thieves were 
overtaken by the Indiaus. 
The red 
men dared not shoot Middleton, so 
they took the horses and returned 
homo. 
Middleton’s front teeth were 
filled with gold, and he was known to 
all the redskins as the ‘Gold Chief. * 
The Indians believed that ‘Doc* must 
have been favored by the Great Spirit 
in order to have gold teeth, and they 
would not kill him, 


“ One of Middleton’s escapades was 
known all over the country. 
He was 
at North Platte, aud a deputy sheriff 
tried to take him. 
‘Doc’ mounted his 
horse, pulled a couple of revolvers and 
rode over all the town daring any man 
to shoot at him. 
The government 
finally made a determined effort to 
capture ‘Doc’ and sent out four se­ 
cret service men. 
They met ‘Doc’ at 
a Fourth of July celebration at Atchi­ 
son, Neb. 
He took their j>istols away 
and made them run footraces and join 
in the other festivities of the (lay. 
Once Judge Moody of Deadwood de­ 
manded Middleton’s surrender. 
He 
made the judge throw up his hands 
and then took all the valuables he 
had. 


“ Middleton was finally captured by 
Deputies Lewellen and Hazen, who 
were sent out by Governor 'lhayer of 
Nebraska. ‘Doc’ was taken to Omaha, 
where he received a sentence of live 
years in the penitentiary. 
He was 
shown leniency because he always 
protected the white settlers and only 
stole tho stock belonging to the In ­ 
dians. 
At the expiration of his term 
‘Doc’ returned to Atchison, Neb., and 
became a law-abiding citizen,”—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

HOW WAR IS DECLARED. 


•THE POLICY WHICH HAS CONTROLLED 
OUR GOVERNMENT IN THE PAST. 


P ow er Vested by th e Constitution 
in 


C ongress-A ction T aken on the W a r of 
1818 W ith Grent Britain nnri W ith M ex­ 
ico 'itk 1845-»-Th9 Case or Spnin.^ 
The power to declare wav is vested 
by the constitution of the United 
States in the two houses of Congress, 
* acting concurrently. 
Bancroft, the 
historian, says: 


“ This regulation is where the spirit 
of republicanism exercised its human- 
est influence. 
The world had been 
retarded in civilization, impoverished 
and laid waste by wars of the personal 
ambition of its kings. 
The conven­ 
tion in the interest of peace entrusted 
the power to declare war, not to the 
executive, but to the deliberate de­ 
cision of the two branches of the legis­ 
l a t e , each of them having a negative 
on the other, and the executive re­ 
taining his negative tfn them both.” 


Since the adoption of the constitu­ 
tion the United States has waged two 
foreign wars, that with Great Britain 
in 1812-14, and that writh Mexico, 
1845-47. 
The “ casus belli” of the 
former, while usually referred to as 
England’s unjust claims to the en­ 
forcement of the imprisonment act, 
under which she took Americans from 
the decks of our vessels on the high 
seas and forced them to serve on 
board her 
ships of war, had its 
foundation in something which oc­ 
curred several years previously. 
On 
the 23d of June, 1807, the frigate 
Chesapeake, a Baltimore built vessel, 
was fired upon while in a defenceless 
condition off tire capes by the British 
ship Leopard, and some of her crew 
carried off under pretense that they 
"were deserters. 
This outrage created 
the greatest excitement, and meetings 
were held in all the principal cities of 
the country, at which the general in­ 
dignation was vehemently expressed. 
On June 18, 1812, 
Congress passed 
the act declaring war, wrhich was ap­ 
proved by President Madison the fol­ 
lowing day. 
Preparations for an out­ 
break of hostilities had been going on 
for five years and the first move made 
was the disastrous invasion of Canada, 


There was no formal declaration of 
war against Mexico. On February 27, 
1845, the United States Senate based 
joint resolutions for the annexation of 
the republic of Texas to the United 
States. 
The next day they were con­ 
curred in by the House of Represen- 
tatives, and on the first of March ap­ 
proved by the president. 
Mexico, 
which claimed Texas as a portion of its 
territory, treated the passage of the 
act of annexation as a declaration of 
war. 
Congress formally recognized, 
the existence of hostilities on the 13th 
of May, 1846. 


Until within a short time past there 
has been little apprehension of war 
between Spain and the United States, 
and neither country has been actively 
prepared for it. 
It will, therefore, be 
the policy of both to delay the matter 
as long as possible. 
As much time ag 
can be used up in diplomatic negotia­ 
tions will be so-used, and at the same 
time the delay will be utilized to pre­ 
pare for the inevitable. When it shall 
be clearly seen, in this country and 
when 
Congress is convinced 
that 
peace without dishonor and humilia­ 
tion is no longer possible, a bill form­ 
ulating a declaration of war against 
his most Catholic majesty, King Al- 
fonzo XII, will be introduced. 'This 
may be debated for awhile, but should 
it pass it would undoubtedly at once 
receive the approval of the president. 


The latter would then issue his 
proclamation reciting the action of 
Congress, and warning all enemies of 
the United States and all Spanish ves­ 
sels in our ports to leave the country 
within designated time. 
Simultane­ 
ously with the proclamation of the 
president the Spanish minister would 
be given his passports, and the secre­ 
tary of state would issue to him under 
the great seal of the United States a 
safe conduct out of the country for 
himself, his attendants and his and 
their property. 
Should the Spanish 
government anticipate such action by 
the United States and itself declare 
war against this government, no act of 
Congress would be necessary. As was 
the case with Mexico, in that event a 
joint resolution by the two houses 
recognizing the existence of hostili­ 
ties between the two nations would be 
all that would be necessary. 
In such 
a case Spain would undoubtedly be 
prepared to follow up her declaration 
by some decisive blow,—Baltimore 
News.

REMARKABLE MARKSMANSHIP, 


Killing: F o u r Caribou O ut o f Five a t Long 


Distances. 


A party of four of us left here for 
the upper part of the state for a four- 
days* hunting trip on Feb. 12, says a 
Bath (Me.) letter to the Army and 
Navy Journal. 
There was one man 
among us, Orderly Sergeant‘Richard­ 
son, U. S. A., at Fort Popham, Me., 
still in the service. 
On the third 
morning three of us*—the sergeant, an­ 
other, and myself—left camp together 
in search of game, the snow falling 
thick, but calm; no wind. 
We had 
not gone more than a mile from camp 
when we saw on the next ridge (a hill­ 
side) five caribou standing on the hill­ 
side in such open place that it was al­ 
most impossible to get nearer them 
without being seen. 
After a wait of 
some time for them to change their 
position, that wo might advance nearer 
and get a shot of more certainty, our 
silence was broken by the sergeant’s 
remark that he had killed deer as far 
away as that, and thought he could 
kill one of these. 
We all agreed to 
let him take a shot, and estimated the 
distance at 500 yards. 
When he got 
in his position, which he calls the 
Texas grip, and selecting the ono on 
the right, told us to look out for him, 
at the crack of his rifle, to my great 
surprise, down came the animal with 
his back broken. 
The others being 
bewildered, ran in a circle like, stop­ 
ping to a standstill somewhat nearer 
to us. 
All hands estimated 450 yards. 
Again he selected the one on the right, 
and at the crack of the gun again the 
animal dropped, shot through the 
heart. 
The other three lea]:>ed off in 
another direction, as 
we estimated 
600 yard». 
Then the sergeant ad­ 
justed his sights to that distance, and 
to my greatest surprise he killed the 
third one. 
The other two separated, 
and one of them came back near the 
first one that was shot, when he stood 
broadside to us and the sergeant fired, 
but shot low and broke both front legs 
just above the knee. 
After a little 
skirmishing about in the brush we 
found him, and one more shot from 
the old Springfield rifle, with the ser­ 
geant behind it, gave us four out of 
five caribou, and only five shots fired, 
and by only one man at that, 
We 
went into camp with flying colors, and 
were the centre of attraction that 
evening. 


One of the party inquired of the 
sergeant where be had obtained such 
proficiency in marksmanship, when 
he pulled his coat open and exhibited 
a splendid gold badge from the army, 
a distinguished marksman’s medal, 
won by him in 1889 in the division 
competion of the army, Department of 
the East. 
Our party were on this 
hunt for several days, and killed six 
deer, two e lk ,, and four caribou, of 
which Sergeant Richardson killed four 
caribou, three deer, and one elk, and 
he killed them all over 400 yards, ex­ 
cept ono deer, which he shot on the 
run, and and about 150 yards distance, 
breaking his neck. 


Child Saved by a Bear. 


Residents of Apalachin, N. Y., had 
a bad scare recently, when the four- 
year-old child of Henry Rathburn 
started out alone to look for trailing 
arbutus. 
It was half an hour before 
she was missed, and then all trace of 
the little one was lost. Her distracted 
father and his neighbors joined in the 
search. 


While passing through a'ravinetliey 
were startled to see an uncouth object 
shambling toward them some distance 
up the road, carrying a bundle in its 
mouth. 
Closer 
inspection proved 
to the terrified searchers that the ob­ 
ject was a bear and the bundle a child. 
It is many years since a bear was seen 
in this section, but the men, though 
unarmed, prepared to give battle, one 
of their number going back for help. 
But the bear trotted toward them as 
though totally unconcerned, and when 
a few yards away carefully laid down 
the child it was carrying by its dress. 


When the men approached and took 
up the little ono the bear did not show 
fight, and a closer investigation proved 
he had a ring in his nose. 
Later it 
was found the bear belonged to an 
Italian who was camping in a nearby 
barn, making a* tour of the country. 
He had purchased the animal when 
a cub and reared him in a New York 
tenement, where he was allowed to 
play with the children, and it was 
there he had learned the trick of car­ 
rying the little ones,—New 
York 
Press,

UOLONNOIS, THE CRUEL, 


He 
th e Most Feroriotts o f All th e 
F am o u s B uccaneers. 


Frank R. Stockton is writing “ The 
Buccaneers of Our Coast” in St. Nich­ 
olas. 
He says: 


Among the buccaneer leaders who 
distinguished themselves as land pi­ 
rates was 
Francis 
L ’Olonnois, 
a 
Frenchman. 
In those days it was the 
custom to enforce servitude upon peo­ 
ple who are not able to take care of 
themselves; unfortunate debtors and 
paupers of all classes were sold to 
people who had need of their services. 
Boys and girls were sold for a term of 
years, somewhat as if they had been 
apprentices; and it so happened that 
the boy L’Olonuois was sold to a mas­ 
ter who took him to the West Indieif* 
There ho led the life of a slave until he 
was of age; and then, being no longer 
subject to ownership, ho became one of 
the freest and most independent per­ 
sons who ever walked this earth. 
He 
began his career on the island of His­ 
paniola, where he took up the busi­ 
ness of hunting and butchering cattle, 
but he soon became a pirate, and en­ 
listed as a common sailor on one of 
their ships. 
Here he gave signs of be­ 
ing so brave and unscrupulous that 
one of the leading pirates on the island 
of Tortuga gave him a ship and a 
crew, and set him up in business. 
The career of L ’Olonnois was much 
like that of other buccaneers of the 
day except that he was abominably 
cruel to his Spanish prisoners. 


All the barbarities attributed to the 
pirates of the world were united in 
the career of this wretch, who does 
not appear to be so good an example 
of the true pirate as Roc, the Braziliau. 
He -was not so brave, he was not so 
able, and it would be impossible for 
any one to look upon him as a hero. * 
After having attained in a short time 
the reputation of being the wickedest 
pirate of his day, L ’Oionnois was un­ 
fortunate enough to be wrecked upon 
the coast near Campeachy. 
He and 
his crew came safely to shore, but it 
was not long before their preseuce 
was discovered by the people of the 
town, and the Spanish soldiers attacked 
them. 
There was a fierce fight, but 
the Spaniards were stronger, and the 
buccaneers 
were 
utterly defeated. 
Many were killed, wounded, or taken 
prisoners. 


Among the wounded was L ’Olon­ 
nois, and when the Spaniards walked 
over the battlefield, he was looked 
upon as killed. 
When the soldiers 
had retired, he stealthily arose and 
made his way into the woods, where 
he stayed until his wounds were well 
enough for him to walk about. 
He 
divested himself of his great boots, 
his pistol-belt, and the rest of his 
piratical costume, and adding to his 
scanty raiment a cloak and hat which 
he had stolen from a poor Cottage, ho 
boldly approached 
the 
town 
and 
entered it. 
He looked like a very or­ 
dinary person, and no notice was 
taken of him by the authorities. Here 
he found shelter and something to eat, 
and soon began to make himself very 
much at home in the streets of Cam- 
peachy. 


THE TROLLEY WAGON. 


A New T h in g W h ich Makes Fifteen Miles 


an H our. 


The very latest vehicle to transport 
people around is called the trolley 
wagon. 
This interesting contrivance 
is really a happy medium between the 
trolley car and the ordinary vehicle. 
We have had auto-cars and motor-cars, 
but the trolley wagon is neither. 
It 
is an invention all by itself, and its 
source of power is the one thing that 
enables the trolley car to call it a first 
cousin. 


The motor of the wagon is connected 
to the rear wheel by suitable gearing. 
It is about 15-horsepower. 
It is a 
powerful affair, for its two rear wheels 
are eight feet in diameter. 
The two 
front wheels are four feet in diameter. 
The frame supporting the motor is 
suspended from the wagon frame. 


The w’idth of the wheels is consid­ 
erable, and as the front wheels are 
much nearer together than5 the rear 
wheels the wagon acts to 
quite a 
degree as a road roller. 
One of the 
advantages 
of the trolley wfagon is 
that the worst road in the country has 
no terrors for it. 
The width of its 
wheels and the way they are adjusted 
make it possible for it to even ride 
over plowed ground in safety, and 
without that disagreeable jar that a 
rough road generally causes. 


The trolley itself is adapted to run 
either on two or three wires. 
Every­ 
one who has seen a trolley car must 
have noticed the little wheel that runs 
along on the wire. 
This is called the 
locking wheel, 
and its movement, 
which has heretofore been on a vertical 
plane, is arranged in this instance to 
operate on a horizontal plane, thus 
changing complication to simplicity 
and reducing the cost and weight of 
the wheel. 


The inventor of the vehicle believes 
there are wonderful prospects in store 
for it. 
He sees no reason why it may 
not be utilized in many sections of the 
country, particularly where street cars 
do not run, 
and the building of a 
street car line would involve tremen­ 
dous expense. 
He thinks the trolley 
wires could be erected, and then all 
that is needful will have been accom­ 
plished, as the trolley wagon can run 
over any kind of a road. 


The wagon referred to has made a 


speod on a road of not over good con­ 
struction of 15 miles an hour without 
great jar or accident. 
The invention 
certainly possesses the merit of being 
unique, and is attracting no little in­ 
terest among those who are interested 
in the future of thoii’olley.—Philadel­ 
phia Press. 


Clever Siamese Girls. 


The dancing girls of Siam are re* 
markable for the agility and grace of 
their movements. 
The cup dance is 
the prettiest and most poetic of all. A 
row of young girls, with a tier of cups 
on their heads, take their places in the 
iniddlfc of the great hall. 
A burst of 
joyous music follows. 
On hearing 
this they simultaneously, Avith mili­ 
tary precision, kneel down, fold their 
hands and bow their heads until their 
foreheads almost touch tho polished 
marble floor, keeping the cups stead­ 
ily on their heads by some marvelous 
jerk of the neck. 
Then, suddenly 
springing to their feet they describe a 
succession of rapid and intricate cir­ 
cles, keeping time to the music with 
their arms, hands and feet. 


Next the music swells into a rap­ 
turous tumult. 
The dancers raise 
their delicate feet, curve their arms 
and fingers in almost impossible flex­ 
ures, sway to and fro like withes of 
willow, agitate all the muscles of tho 
bady like the flutter of leaves in the 
soft evening breeze, but still keep the 
cups on their heads. 


The dancing girls of Bangkok are 
always exercising in the royal gymna­ 
sium. 
Their ages vary from five to 
twenty years. The curious and subtle 
feat of picking up a straw with the 
eyelids can be learned only by the 
youngest of them, who are made to 
practice it to render them flexible in 
every part of the body. 
There are 
two long rows of benches, one a little 
higher.thau the other. 
On the lower 
is a row of # little girls, and on the 
upper bench are laid the polished bits 
of straw. 
At the sound of the drum 
the little girls, 
all together, bend 
back the head and neck until they 
touch the bits of straw, which, with 
wonderful dexterity, they secure be­ 
tween the corners of their eyelids. 


T he D u k e ’s Snuff Box. 


At an auction sale of snuff boxes 
which enlivened London some time 
ago, one of the most valuable myste­ 
riously disappeared, and has not yet 
been recovered. The loss has brought 
up a host of similar occurrences, and 
one newspaper correspondent recalls 
a story current two generations ago, 
the Duke of Sussex being the hero. 
He had presided at a dinner of virtuosi, 
and a distinguished diplomatist among 
the company produced a snuff box set 
in precious stones, the gift of a crowned 
head to one of his ancestors.

stance, and drew out the missing box. 


“ You rascal,” he said to his body 
servant, “you must have noticed it 
wrhen you put away my coat.” 


Yes, your Royal Highness,” was the 
reply. 
“I noticed, and, indeed, I saw 
your Royal Highness put the box in 
your pocket.” 


“And you never mentioned it ?” 
“ Certainly not.

HELPS FOR HOUSEWIVES, 


Recipes. 


Horseradish Sauce—Soak a stick of 
horseradish, thou grate. 
Mix two ta- 
blespoonfuls with a teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of tarragon 
vinegar and a saltspooh of made mus­ 
tard. 
Beat up tho yolk of an egg in 
one gill of cream and stir into the 
sauce* 
Tho cream and egg rob tho 
horseradish of its excessive sharp­ 
ness. 


Hashed Pork—This is an excellent 
method of using up cold roast pork. 
Out tho meat into thin slices and sea* 
son them with pepper and salt. Chop 
up ttvo onions and fry them till nicely 
b, own, add the slices of pork to them, 
together with one teaspoonful of .^our, 
two blades of pounded mace, tw o 
cloves, a tablespoonful of vinegar nnd 
a half a pint of gravy. Stew thawholo 
gently for about half an hour, and 
serve upon slices of toast, or simply 
garnished with sippets of toast. 


Spinach Pie—Boil a quantity of 
spinach; then, when cooked sufficient­ 
ly, instantly remove it from tho water 
and wring it completely dry. 
Chop 
the vegetable very small, add to it u 
handful of minced ham and some salt, 
and fry it slightly in a frying pan 
with fresh butter. \Vhen it has cooled 
lay it in a shallow pie dish, cover it 
with pie crust, and bake till tho crust 
is done through. 
A small quantity of 
strong meat gravy would be an im­ 
provement added to the spinach be­ 
fore it is covered. 


Fig Mold—Wash and chop half a 
pound of tho best dried figs and place 
them in a saucepan with a piece of 
lemon rind, an ounce of sugar and a 
half pint of claret. 
Boil these slowly 
till the figs are cooked through; then 
remove the lemon peel and stir in a 
quarter of an ounce of gelatine, p re­ 
viously dissolved in half a gill of cold 
water. 
When completely mixed, pour 
the whole into a border mold, with 
an opening in the centre. 
This hav­ 
ing set, turn out and fill in the centre 
aperture with a gill of cream, stiffly 
whipped with a teaspoonful of vanilla 
essence and one dessertspoonful of 
castor sugar. 


Manhattan Sauce—Place a sauce­ 
pan with a teaspoonful butter and one 
fine chopped small onion over the fire; 
stir and cook three minutes without 
browning; add half-pint canned toma­ 
toes, six coarsely pounded peppers 
and one-quarter teaspoonful of salt; 
boil ten minutes; then run the toma­ 
toes through a sieve. 
Put the yolks 
of four eggs in a small double boiler, 
add one heaping teaspoonful butter 
and four tablespoonfuls of the strained 
tomatoes; place the boiler over the 
fire and stir until thick; remove at 
once; continue the stirring for a few 
minutes; add half teaspoonful pap­ 
rika or a little cayenne pepper, a sprin­ 
kle of salt, one teaspoonful lemon 
juice and last half-cupful whipped 
cream. 


Veal Cutlets—For veal cutlets take 
the best end of a neck of veal and 
cut it into cutlets of an equal thick­ 
ness, trim them neatly, and lard the 
lean part with the strips of fat bacon; 
place the cutlets in a stewpan, and 
nearly cover them with some well fla­ 
vored stock; add one-half glassful of 
sherry, cover the stewpan closely,and 
let simmer gently for one-half hour, 
and when tender drain the gravy from 
them, and j:>lace tho cutlets between 
two flat dishes with a weight upon 
them until they are cold; strain tho 
the gravy, carefully remove the fat, 
and boil quickly until it is reduced; 
heat the cutlets in an oven, dish them 
in a circle, pour the gravy over, and 
place mushrooms, 
turnip, 
French 
beans or endive puree in the centre, 
and serve. 


H ousehold H ints. 


Ordinary headaches almost always 
yield to the simultaneous application 
of hot water to the feet and back of 
the neck. 


Where vegetables are to be served 
alone, select the most perfect of their 
kind. 
The less sightly ones may be 
used for stewing, soups or season­ 
ings. 


A strip of flannel or a soft napkin, 
folded lengthwise and dipped in hot 
water and wrung out, and then ap­ 
plied around the neck of a child that 
has the croup, will surely bring re­ 
lief in a few minutes. 


If a piece of rare beefsteak is loft 
over from breakfast, it makes an ex­ 
cellent sandwich filling for luncheon 
if chopped very fine and seasoned with 
salt and pepper. 
In this condition it 
is much more digestible than when 
reheated in the universally detested 
stew. 


Sponge faded silks with warm water 
and soap; then rub them with a dry 
cloth on a fiut board; afterward iron 
them on the inside with a smooth iron.

SAVING ORANGES WITH FIRES. 


How California Fruit Growers Have to 


Work on Cold Nights. 


A Los Angeles correspondent writes: 


For the second time this season the 
orange growers of Southern California 
are engaged in the task of "warming 
up all outdoors" in order to save their 
crop of oranges. 
The orchardists of 


this season have already learned the 
lesson which has cost Florida so dear, 
and can meet without much loss tem- 
peratures which would freeze stiff the 
incomes of Florida growers. 


It has been necessary to determine 


by much patient experiment just how 
much cold an orange will stand. 
It 


has been pretty well settled that as 
the jnice of a moderately ripe orange 
is 10 per cent, sugar it will not con- 
geal above 28 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tests have shown that 24 degrees for 
a period of two hours produced no in- 
jury, presumably because of the oil in 
the skin of the fruit. When a cold 
night is expected the orchardist simply 
sits up with his thermometer, all night 
if necessary, and if it drops to 28 de- 
grees any time before four in the 
morning he hustles out his employes 
and fires are lighted all over the 
orchard. 
Sometimes wire baskets are 


used, holding each ten pounds of soft 
coal and supported on iron rods driven 
into the ground. Others use buckets 
of crude oil, and some build fires of 
green pepper boughs, over which they 
scatter fine manure. In one grove 
thirty fires to the acre of pepper 
boughs, straw and manure raised the 
temperature six degrees and saved the 
oranges. 
In another, where twenty 


coal baskets to the acre were burned, 
the temperature was raised four de- 
grees. In one test buckets of crude 
oil were set blazing three rows apart 
all through a big orchard, and the 
temperature was raised five degrees, 
so that not an orange was hurt. 
All 


night long the thermometers and the 
fires must be watched constantly, and 
the men taking care of an orchard 
travel their beats unceasingly, keeping 
up the fires, making sure that each 
gives ont a liberal quantity of smoke 
and seeing that the thermometer 
does not show below the danger point. 
The heavy smoke settles iu a thick, 
uniform cloud over the trees and acts 
as a sort of blanket, holding down the 
warmth given out by the fires and that 
radiated by the earth. 


Bicrcllnc Bird*. 


Members of the feathered world 


have proved apt pupils in cycling, and 
there are at least two 
cockatoos 


whose command of the bicycle is as 
perfect as it is wonderful. 
One be- 


longs to the Bellonis, the owners of a 
very talented family of birds, and, be- 
sides ordinary riding, it gives an aerial 
performance, riding a tight wire. The 
other clever cockatoo was trained by 
Mile.

A Cabinet Crisis Imminent in the 


Disturbed Monarchy, 


Madrid, May 4.—There is a general 


belief that a cabinet crisis is imminent, 
and that It Ivlll probably end in a con- 
siderable modification of the present 
government, possibly in the formation 
of a national ministry under the presi- 
dency of Marshal Martinez Campos. In 
any case parliataent is certain to be 
closed shortly. 


The events of the last few days have 


undoubtedly increased the popularity 
of General Weyler, who favors an out 
and out war policy. At the same time 
there is no real ground for anticipating 
that he will come to the head of affairs. 
General Weyler is notorious but not a 
prominent person in Spanish politics. 


The floors and galleries of the con- 
gress (lower house) were crowded at 
yesterday's sitting, and some lively 
scenes ensued. Senor Salmeron said 
that before questioning the government 
the house ought to pay its tribute of 
admiration to Spain's heroic sailors at 
Cavite, adding, "When it has been 
Ascertained how much blood has been 
shed, and how much money expended, 
It will be necessary to establish the 
responsibility of attaching to the crown 
as well as to the least citizen." 


Murmurs of protest followed this re- 
mark. The president of the chamber 
called Senor Salmeron to order and di- 
rected his attention to the article of the 
constitution declaring the inviolability 
of the crown. Senor Salmeron contin- 
ued, demanding information as to the 
Defenses in Manila bay, and insisting 
'that this was the question which 
ehould be discussed. After the govern- 
ment had given its explanations he 
proceeded to criticise the monarchical 
governments of the last half century, 
notably that of the restoration, de- 
claring that they were responsible for 
the present situation. 


"We expend millions to maintain the 


monarchy," he said, "but have not 
money enough to buy ironclads. Who- 
ever will destroy the existing regime 
will be a great patriot." This declara- 
tion was received with loud Conserva- 
tive protests. 


Senor Sagasta made a determined re- 


ply, which was loudly applauded by a 
large majority of the chamber. He ( 
deplored the fact that the Spaniards [ 
Were not united "in the present circum- j 
stances when the country is involved j 
in a war forced upon it." If it were | 
ever criminal to attack the fatherland, j 
he said, it was surely more so now. 
| 


The Republicans and Carlists greeted j 


Senor Sagasta with angry denuncia- j 
tions, shaking their fists and giving j 
other marks of disapproval, while the i 
Republicans and Monarchists exchang- 1 
ed hot recriminations. But the debate i 
itself fell short of expectations, Senor , 
Sagasta's reservlne the desired, ex- j 
planations depriving it of interest. 
i 


The heads of all political sections { 


promised not to oppose any measures 
the government required to conduct 
the war. The chief interest attached 
to the speech of Senor Jose Canalejas, 
who declared that he belonged to no 
political party and could speak with 
entire independence. The editor of El 
Heraldo severely criticised the unpre- 
paredness of the government. He said 
he considered it preferable to give 
Cuba independence to engaging in a 
foreign war without proper prepara- 
tions. 
In the mob Monday night were many 


officers in mufti, who were foremost in 
inciting the people to attack the min 
liters' residences and were loudest in 
calling for cheers for Weyler.

SAVINC ORANGES WITH FIRES. 


H ow California Fruit Growers Have to 
W ork on Cold N ights. 


A Los Angeles correspondent writes: 
For the second time this season the 
orange growers of Southern California 
are engaged in the task of “ warming 
up all outdoors” in order to save their 
crop of oranges. 
The orchardists of 
this season have already learned the 
lesson which has cost Florida so dear, 
and can meet without much loss tem­ 
peratures which would freeze stiff the 
incomes of Florida growers. 


It has been necessary to determine 
by much patient experiment just how 
much cold an orange will stand. 
It 
has been pretty well settled that as 
the juice of a moderately ripe orange 
is 10 per cent, sugar it will not con­ 
geal above 28 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tests have shown that 21 degrees for 
a period of two hours produced no in­ 
jury, presumably because of the oil in 
the skin of the fruit. 
When a cold 
night is expected theorcliardist simply 
sits up with his thermometer, all night 
if necessary, and if it drops to 28 de­ 
grees any time before four in the 
morning he hustles out his employes 
and fires are lighted all over tho 
orchard. 
Sometimes wire baskets are 
used, holding each ten pounds of soft 
coal and supported on iron rods driven 
into the ground. 
Others use buckets 
of crude oil, and some build fires of 
green pepper boughs, over which they 
scatter fine manure. 
In one grove 
thirty fires to the acre of pepper 
boughs, straw and manure raised the 
temj^erature six degrees and saved tho 
oranges. 
In another, where twenty 
coal baskets to the acre were burned, 
the temperature was raised four de­ 
grees. 
In one test buckets of crude 
oil were set blazing three rows apart 
all through a big orchard, and the 
temperature was raised five degrees, 
so that not an orange was hurt. 
All 
night long the thermometers and the 
fires must be watched constantly, and 
the men taking care of an orchard 
travel their beats unceasingly,keeping 
up the fires, making sure that each 
gives out a liberal quantity of smoke 
and seeing 
that the thermometer 
does not show below the danger point. 
The heavy smoke settles in a thick, 
uniform cloud over the trees and acts 
as a sort of blanket, holding dow'n the 
warmth given out by the fires and that 
radiated by the earth. 


Bicycling Birds. 


Members of the feathered world 
have proved apt pupils in cycling, and 
there are at least two 
cockatoos 
whose command of the bicycle is as 
perfect as it is wonderful. 
One be­ 
longs to the Bellonis, tho owners of a 
very talented family of birds, and, be­ 
sides ordinary riding, it gives an aerial 
performance, riding a tight wire. Tho 
other clever cockatoo was trained, by 
Mile. Irma Orbasono, and rides a tri­ 
cycle. 
These birds use their beaks 
for the purpose of steering their ma­ 
chines and pedal with their claws.— 
The Cycle.

What many an American farmer fails 
to do on 100 acres, the thrifty Holland­ 
er in Belgium easily does on two acres, 
namely, support a large family and 
lay by something for a rainy day. He 
does it by making the most of every 
inch, by heavy manuring, allowing no 
waste places. His two acres are sur­ 
rounded by a ditch of running water. 
The typical two-acre Belgium 
farm 
contains a patch of wheat or rye and 
another of barley; another fair portion 
grows potatoes. 
A row of cabbage 
grows all around on the sloping sides 
of the ditches with a row of onions 
just inside, leaying bare ^walking room 
between them and the 
grain. 
The 
shade trees round the house are pear 
trees. Every foot of land Is made to 
produce. He keeps pigs and chickens. 
We refer to this as Illustrating the pos­ 
sibilities of land production. In Bel­ 
gium 6,000,000 people, chiefly farmers, 
live on a piece of land the size of the 
State of Maryland. They furnish an 
object lesson on successful farming.— 
Colman’s Rural World.

Defeat of the Spanish Fleet at 


P h i l l p p i u o I s l a n d s .

London, May 3.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Times, deseribing Sun- 
day's engagement at Manila, says: The 
Olympia, the Boston, the Raleigh, the 
'Concord, the Petrel and the Monocacy, 
entered the bay under cover of dark- 
ness by the sma.llei' and safer 
Bo- 
cachiea channel. 
The forts of Cor- 
regidor Island gave the alarm by firing 
on the intruders, but they seem to 
have inflicted no serious damage. The 
American squadron moved up the bay, 
and at 3 o'clock in the morning ap- 
peared 
before 
Cavite. 
Here, 
lying 
under the shelter of the forts, was the 
Spanish squadron. 


Admiral Montejo, a few days before, 
went tó Subic bay to look for the 
enemy, but learning that they were 
vastly superior in force had prudently 
returned and placed his ships under 
the protection of the forts. 
This was 
his only chance of meeting the enemy 
on something like equal terms, and it 
did not »uflice. 


Soon 
the 
Americans 
opened 
fire. 
The Spaniards replied vigorously, and 
the combat continued without inter- 
ruption for four hours, duiúng which 
the Don Antonio de Ullea was sunk, 
the Castilla and Mindanao were set on 
lire, and the Reina 
Maria 
Christina 
and the Don Juan 
de Austria were 
seriously damaged. 
One or two of the 
smaller craft were scuttled by their 
crews to escape capture. 
Others took 
refuge in a small neighboring creek, 
empting into Baker bay, where pre- 
sumably the American ships were un- 
able to follow them. 
But not one sur- 
rendered. 


Captain Cadarso, of the cruiser Reina 
Maria Christina, who was killed on 
the bridge of his vessel, was one of the 
most brilliant officers in the Spanish 
navy. 


An unconfirmed dispatch from Mad- 
rid places the Spanish loss in the bat- 
tle of Manila at 400 killed and a lai'ge 
number wounded. 
The American loss 
is not stated, though it is asserted that 
the American ships were badly dam- 
aged. 


Little additional news has arrived 
from Manila, but tjie cardinal fact is 
that Commander Dewey is now in pos- 
session of Manila bay, and can cer- 
tainly take possession 
of Corregidor 
Island, even if he finds difficulty in 
effectually 
capturing 
Manila 
itself, 
owing to the* absence of a necessary 
landing force. 
Having thus secured a 
naval base, he will have no difficulty 
In securing supplies of coal. 
This is 
a mere question of 
money and or- 
ganization. 
The 
belligerent ** who is 
strong in certain waters will generally 
in securing supplies of coal. 


Commodore Dewey, according to a 
dispatch from Madrid, gave 
General 
Augusti 24 hours to comply with an 
ultimatum which demanded all warlike 
stores and the entire stock of coal in 
charge of the government officials. The 
ultimatum asserted that no money levy 
would be made on Manila. 
The dis- 
patch says it is believed in'Madrid 
that 
the 
government 
has 
already 
cabled the captain general authority to 
comply with the demand, no other 
course being open. 


The cabinet ministers 
admit 
that 
the naval battle oft Cavite 
ended in 
utter rout, but they are resolved to 
spare no efforts in the defense of their 
country. 


It is noticeable among all classes, 
especially among politicians, that there 
is a strong hop© of an intervention 
by continental powers, especially Ger- 
many and Russia,

The Florida 
and Olivette are being put in shape 
for the reception of the soldiers, and 
the Mascotte, which came In yesterday, 
will be taken in hand today and pre- 
pared for service as a transport. 


Nearly every regiment in camp had a 
rigid Inspection today, and instructions 
were given to have everything in shape

The Cable Cut and Commodore Dew- 
ey's llopoi't Is Delayed, 
Washington, May 4,—On Wednesday 
of 
last 
week 
the 
monitor 
Terror 
captured a rich prize off Key West and 
towed it into Key West.' It Is the little 
coasting schooner 
Ambroslo 
Bolivar, 
She was bound for Havana, and car- 
ried seven passengers and a crew of 
ten. 
She carried a valuable car^ro of 
bananas and 300 casks of wine, besides 
$70.000 in silver specie. 


In the national house on Wednesday 
there was vigorous opposition to the 
section of the war measure bill pro- 
viding for a $500,000,000 bond issue, Mr. 
Bailey and others advocating an in- 
come tax. 
In the senate a resolution 
was introduced asking for information 
as to the amount of an appi'opriatlon 
necessary to arm, equip and furnish 
with munitions of war the Cuban army 
now at war with Spain. 


Another event of Wednesday last was 
the bombardment of the forts at Ma- 
tanzas by the cruisers New York and 
Cincinnati and the monitor Puritan. 
JThe bombardment lasted only 18 min- 
utes, but In that time the forts were 
practically annihilated. 
They made a 
feeble resistance, none of their shots 
striking the 
warships. 
The 
Spanish 
official account declares that only a 
mule was killed by the American guns. 


On Thursday the monitor Terror and 
gunboat Machlas made a big capture 
off Cardenas. The Spanish vessel taken 
was the steamer Guide, of 3,133 tons, 
with a crew of 36. 
Manuel Rlvas, a 
sailor, was In the pilot house of the 
Guido when 
shell struck it. and he 
was fatally wounded by splinters pene- 
trating his breast. 
M^ny regiments of 
the regular army have been ordered 
to Tampa, Fla., preparatory to being 
landed in Cuba. 
The Ogden Goelet es- 
tate refused to accept the $500.000 of- 
fered by the government for the yacht 
Mayflower, now with Admiral Samp- 
son's fleet, and gives the vessel as a 
free gift. 


On Friday last the national 
house 
passed the war revenue measure, in- 
cluding the provision 
authorizing 
a 
.$500,000,000 bond issue. 
The 
Spanish 
fleet at Cape Verde Islands sailed away, 
being notified by the Portuguese gov- 
ernment of that governn)ent's declara- 
tion of neutrality. 
It was announced 
that the American liners leased by the 
government will be used as piuze seek- 
ers. 
Governor Atkinson, of Georgia, 
was warned of a plot of Spanish spies 
to blow up bridges to destroy trains 
carrying 
our 
troops. 
A 
suspected 
Spanish spy was arrested at New Or- 
leans and another at Vlcksburg. 
On 
Friday evening Port Cabanas, on the 
north coast of Cuba, was fired upon by 
the cruiser New York, 
The Spanish 
guns were quickly silenced. 


On Saturday morning the American 
line steamer Paris 
(rechristened 
the 
Yale) arrived at New York, and was 
received 
with 
wildest 
enthusiasm. 
There had been great fears that she 
would be captured by a Spanish war- 
ship, and her escape was made the oc- 
casion of a spontaneous patriotic dem- 
onstration. 


Sunday night came the news 
of a 
signal 
victory for 
Admiral 
Dewey's 
fleet over the Spaniards at Manila. Two 
of the principal Spanish cruisers were 
destroyed by fire and others sunk to 
prevent 
their being 
captured. 
The 
news came from Madrid, where it was 
oflicialiy announced thajt the "Ameri- 
can fleet retreated." 
Spanish officials 
extolled the valor of the Spanish fleet. 


The dispatches 
of 
Monday 
added 
nothing to the news of 
Commoriore 
Dfcv/ey's victory in Manila. 
It d»'\dop- 
ed that the cable from Manilgi had been 
cut, and no news could be expected, be- 
yond the Spanish admission of defeat, 
until the victorious American had sent 
a report via Hong Kong. 
In Washing- 
ton it Is feared that Commodore Dewey 
will be greatly embarrassed in garri- 
soning the islands in the event of their 
capture, owing to the fact that his 
forces are probably greatly decimated, 
though he will doubtless combine with 
the insurgents and delegate garrison 
duty to them.

Midland road,in England, made three- 
quarters of a mile at the rate of ninety 
miles an hour. 
As this is a better 
record than others reported in 1895, 
1896 and 1897, the achievement pro- 
vokes great delight among railroad 
people on tho *'right little, tight little 
isle." 
Excusably, too. 
It is almost 
equal to some of the spurts of New 
York Central trains between Batavia 
and. Buffalo, where a rate of one hun- 
dred miles and hour has been ex- 
ceeded. 


The advantage of drawing boards of 
health to the service of the 
public 
Bchoolo has been abundantly proved 
by results in Boston and New York, 
where competent medical inspection 
of 3chools has been secured through 
the combination. The health commis- 
sioner of St. Louis, authorized to re- 
port on the sanitary condition of the 
schools of that city, has disclosed an 
alarming array of unsanitary and even 
pestilential evils. 
It seems almost 
incredible that a city whose schools 
were but a few years ago the pride of 
the Wes^ should suffer the neglect 
indicated by this report. 


A writer in the New York Independ- 
ent discusses at some length why the 
United States is so unpopular with 
Europeans. 
Beginning with France, 
the writer says; "For years there has 
been a large American colony in Paris, 
but its members find it difficult to get 
any 
entree 
into 
French 
society. 
French ideals 
differ from ours ns 
much as they do from the English. 
Besides, the natural 
sympathy of 
France is with its neighbor, Spain, 
which has a large colony in Paris; and 
Spanish bonds are held in France 
which would be almost worthless if 
Cuba were to secure 
independence. 
Tho French believe what the Span- 
iards tell them, that the United States 
is hungering to annex Cuba. We need 
not argue the ill-will of Germany; it 
Is too plain to bo missed. It is caused 
partly by tho operation of our tariff 
itnd partly by the loss to the United 
States of so many German 
citizens 
and possible soldiers. 
But still mbre 
tho cause is in that which is seen all 
through Europe, the growth aud pros- 
perity of this country, the develop- 
ment of its manufactures and com- 
merce, which excite general appre- 
hension. 
What Germany feels is 
ivhat the Austrian 
premier, Golu- 
chowski, startled us by x^i'oolaijning 
that the twentieth century must see 
the union of Europe against America 
to shut out American j^roduots and in- 
fluence. 
The yellow peril, from China, 
js not so much feared as the American 
peril. 
This ai^prehension affects all 
Europe, though just now more clearly 
expressed in Germany and Austria. 
But Italy feels it as well, although she 
has her special grievance in the New 
Orlfians lynching case. 
Of the great 
powers there remain Russia, which 
baa no public opinion and Great Bri- 
tain, the mother country, remains QUI 
ixieud."

'^Mlddleton always bore tl^» sou- 
briquet of 'Doc,' but nobody seems 
to know how ho was so dubbed. Be- 
fore the railroads were built into 
Deiidwood, S. 1)., I used to make one 
trip a year by stage to that country, 
and I saw '.Uoc* ,Middloton 
several 
times. 
He was apowerful fellow,with 
quick, elastic step, aud wore a dark 
sombrero, 
an overcoat of wildcat 
skins and a bright handkerchief, and 
his cowboy make-up gave him tbe ap- 
pearance of atypical western frontiers- 
man. 
Loading a baud of rangers, he 
waged war on-the Hioux Indians and 
protected the settlers of the Elkhoru 
valley. Neb. 
Government officials in 
those days feared him, and for years 
he was the chief of desperadoes in 
those parts. 
But he settled down to 
a respectable life in Nebraska over 15 
years ago and was engaged in the cat- 
tle business. 


"When I first knew 'Doc* he was 
freighting from Sidney, Neb., to the 
Black Hills. 
One night, in a Sidney 
dance house, a half-dozen soldiers en- 
gaged in a quarrel with *Doc/ and 
there was a shooting scrape. 
Middle- 
ton escaped and hid in the hill sands 
on the Platte river. 
While living in 
the hills he picked up a bunch of 
horses and started out with them. He 
was captured and thrown into jáil iu 
Sidney. 
The second night there he 
got the jailer drunk and walked away. 
He next appeared at a road ranch up 
the Elkhorn, 
having 
been 
without 
food for five days. 
Soon after that ho 
was hurrying down the Elkhorn val- 
ley with a bunch of horses that be- 
longed to the Indians, 
'Doc' and 
his party were pursued by a company 
of United States soldiers, about 50^ 
settlers and a band of Indians, The 
white men gave up the chase in a few 
days, 
but the Indians kept on the 
trail. 
One night the thieves were 
overtaken by the Indians. 
The red 
men dared not shoot Middleton, so 
they took the horses and returned 
homo, 
Middleton's front teeth were 
filled with gold, and he was known to 
all the redskins as the 'Gold Chief. 
The Indians believed that 'Doc' must 
have been favored by the Great Spirit 
in order to have gold teeth, and they 
would not kill him, 


"One of Middleton's escapades was 
known all over the conntry. 
He was 
at North Platte, aud a deputy sheriff 
tried to take him. 
'Doc' mounted his 
horse,pulled a couple of revolvers and 
rode over all the town daring any man 
to 
shoot at him. 
The 
government 
finally made a determined effort to 
capture 'Doc' and sent out four se- 
cret service men. 
They met 'Doc' at 
a Fourth of July celebration at Atchi- 
son, Neb, 
He took their pistols away 
and made them run footraces and join 
in the other festivities of the clay. 
Once Judge Moody of Deadwood de- 
manded Middleton's surrender. He 
made the judge throw up his hands 
aud then took all the valuables he 
had. 


"Middleton was finally captured by 
Deputies Lewellen and Hazen» who 
were sent out by Governor 'Ihayer of 
Nebraska. 'Doc' was taken to Omaha, 
where he received a sentence of live 
years in the penitentiary. He was 
shown leniency because he always 
IH'otected the white settlers and only 
stole tho stock belonging to the In- 
dians. 
At the expiration of his term 
'Doc* returned to Atchison, Neb., and 
became a law-abiding 
citizen."—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat,

The power to declare war is vested 
by the coustitutiou of the 
United 
States in the tAvo houses of Cougresg, 
' acting concurrently, 
Bancroft, the 
historian, says: 


'This regulation is where the spirit 
of republicanism exercised itis human- 
est influence. 
The world had been 
retarded in civilization, impoverished 
and laid waste by wars of the personal 
ambition of its kings» 
The conven- 
tion in the interest of peace entrusted 
the power to declare war, not to the 
executive, but to the deliberate de- 
cisioii'of the two branches of the legis- 
l a t ^ e , each of them having a negative 
on thé other, and the 
executive 
re- 
taining his negative dn them both." 


Since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion the United States has waged two 
foreign wars, that with Great Britain 
in 1812-14, and 
that with 
Mexico, 
1845-47. 
The "casus belli" of 
the 
former, while usually referred to as 
England's xiujust claims to the en- 
forcement of the imprisonment act, 
under which she took Americans from 
the decks of our vessels on the high 
seas and forced them to serve on 
board her 
ships of war, 
had 
its 
foundation in something which oc- 
curred several years previoxisly. 
On 
the 23d of June, 1807, the frigate 
Chesapeake, a Baltimore built vessel, 
was fired upon while in a defenceless 
condition off th« capes by the British 
ship Leopard, and some of her crew 
carried off under pretense that they 
'were deserters. 
This outrage created 
the greatest excitement, and meetings 
were held in all the principal cities of 
the country, at which the general in- 
dignation -was vehemently expressed. 
On June 18, 1812, 
Congress passed 
the act declaring war, which was ap- 
proved by President Madison the fol- 
lowing day. 
Preparations for an out- 
break of hostilities had been going on 
for five years and the first move made 
was the disastrous invasion of Canada, 
There was no formal declaration of 
war against Mexico. On February 27, 
1845, the United States Senate based 
joint resolutions for the annexation of 
the republic of Texas to the United 
States. 
The next day they were con- 
curred in by the House of Eepresen- 
tatives, and on the first of March ap- 
proved by the president. 
Mexico, 
which claimed Texas as a portion of its 
territory, treated the passage of the 
act of annexation as a declaration of 
war. 
Congress formally 
recognized, 
the existence of hostilities on the 13th 
of May, 1846. 


Until within a short time past there 
has been little apprehension 
of war 
between Spain and the United States, 
and neither country has been actively 
prepared for it. 
It will, therefore, be 
the policy of both to delay the matter 
as long as possible. 
As much time ag 
can be used up in diplomatic negotia- 
tions will bo Bo-iised, and at the same 
time the delay will be utilized to pre- 
pare for the inevitable. When it shall 
be clearly seen, in this country 
and 
when 
Congress is convinced 
that 
peace without dishonor and humilia- 
tion is no longer possible, a bill form- 
ulating a declaration of war against 
his most Catholic majesty. King Al- 
fonzo XII, will be introduced, 
-This 
may be debated for awhile, but should 
it pass it would undoubtedly at once 
receive the approval of the president. 


The latter would then 
issue 
his 
proclamation reciting the action of 
Congress, and warning all enemies of 
the United States and all Spanish ves- 
sels in our ports to leave the country 
within designated time. 
Simultane- 
ously with the proclamation of the 
president the Spanish minister would 
be given his passports, and the secre- 
tary of state would issue to him under 
the great seal of the 
United Siates a 
safe conduct out 
of the country for 
himself, his attendants and his and 
their property. 
Should the Spanish 
government anticipate such action by 
the United States 
and itself declare 
war against this government, no act of 
Congress would be necessary. As was 
the case with Mexico, in that event a 
joint resolution by the two houses 
recognizing the existence of hostili- 
ties between the two nations would be 
all that would be necessary. 
In such 
a case Spain -would undoubtedly be 
prepared to follow up her declaration 
by some decisive 
blow,—Baltimore 
News.

A party of four of us left here for 
the upper part of the state for a four- 
days* hunting trip on Feb. 12, says a 
Bath (We.) letter to the Army and 
Navy Journal. 
There was one man 
among us, Orderly Sergeant'Richard- 
son, U. S. A.J at Fort Popham, Me., 
still in the service. 
On the third 
morning three of us—the sergeant, an- 
other, and myself—left camp together 
in search of game, the snow falling 
thick, but calm; no wind. 
We had 
not gone more than a mile from camp 
when we saw on the next ridge (a hill- 
side) five caribou standing on the hill- 
side in such oj>en place that it was al- 
most impossible to get nearer them 
without being seen. 
After a wait ol 
some time for them to change theit 
position, that we might advance nearer 
and get a shot of more certainty, our 
silence was broken by the sergeant's 
remark that he had killed deer as far 
away as that, and thought he could 
kill one of these. 
We all agreed to 
let him take a shot, and estimated the 
distance at 500 yards. 
When he got 
in his position, which he calls the 
Texas grip, and selecting the one on 
the right, told us to look out for him, 
at the crack of his rifle, to my great 
surprise, down came the animal with 
his back broken. 
The others being 
bewildered, ran in a circle like, stop- 
ping to a standstill somewhat nearer 
to us. 
All hands estimated 450 yards. 
Again he selected the one on the right, 
and at the crack of the gun again the 
animal dropped, 
shot through 
the 
heart. 
The other three leaped ofi' in 
another direction, as 
we estimated 
600 yard». 
Then the sergeant ad- 
justed his sights to that distance, and 
to my greatest surprise he killed the 
third one. 
The other two separated, 
and one of them came back near the 
first one that was shot, when he stood 
broadside to us and the sergeant fired, 
but shot low and broke both front legs 
just above the knee. 
After a little 
skirmishing about in the brush we 
found him, and one more shot from 
the old Springfield rifle, with the ser- 
geant behind it, gave us four out of 
five caribou, and only five shots fired, 
and by only one man at that. 
We 
went into camp with flying colors, and 
were the centre of attraction 
tuat 
evening. 


One of the party inquired of the 
sergeant where he had obtained such 
proficiency in marksmanship, 
when 
he pulled his coat open and exhibited 
a splendid gold badge from the army, 
a distinguished marksman's 
medal, 
won by him in 1889 in the division 
competion of the army. Department of 
the East. 
Our party were on this 
hunt for several days, and killed six 
deer, two elk,. and four caribou, of 
which Sergeant Richardson killed four 
caribou, three deer, and one elk, and 
he killed them all over 400 yards, ex- 
cept one deer, which he shot on the 
run, and and aboutlSO yards distance, 
breaking his neck.

Frank R. Stockton is writing ^'The 
Buccaneers of Our Coast" in St. Nich- 
olas. 
He says: 


Among the buccaneer leaders who 
distinguished themselves as laud pi- 
rates was 
Francis 
L'Olonnois, 
a 
Frenchman. 
In those days it was the 
custom to enforce servitude upon peo- 
ple who are not able to take care of 
themselves; unfortunate debtors and 
paupers of all classes were sold to 
people who had need of their services. 
Boys and girls were sold for a term of 
years, somewhat as if thoy had been 
apprentices; and it so happened that 
the boy L'Olonnois was sold to a mas- 
ter who took him to the West Indieli 
There ho led the life of a slave until he 
was of age; aud thou, being no longer 
subject to ownership, ho became one of 
the freest and most independent per- 
sons who ever walked this earth. 
He 
began his career on the island of His- 
paniohl, -where he took up the busi- 
ness of hunting and butchering cattle, 
but he soon became a pirate, aud en- 
listed as a common sailor on one of 
their ships. 
Here he gave signs of be- 
ing so brave and unscrupulous that 
one of the leading pirates on the island 
of Tortuga gave him a ship aud a 
crew, and set him up in business. 
The career of L'Olonnois was much 
like that of other buccaneers of the 
day except that he was abominably 
cruel to his Spanish prisoners. 


All the barbarities attributed to the 
pirates of the world were united in 
the career of this wretch, •who does 
not appear to be so good an example 
of the true pirate as Roc, the Braziliau. 
He was not so brave, he was not so 
able, audit would be impossible for^ 
any one to look upon him as a hero. 
After having attained in a short time 
the reputation of being the wickedest 
pirate of his day, L'Oionnois was un- 
fortunate enough to be wrecked upon 
the coast near Campeachy. 
He and 
his crew came safely to shore, but it 
was not long before their presence 
was discovered by the people of the 
town, aud the Spanish soldiers attacked 
them. 
There was a fierce fight, but 
the Spaniards were stronger, and the 
buccaneers 
were 
utterly 
defeated. 
Many were killed, wounded, or taken 
prisoners. 


Among the wounded was L'Oion- 
nois, aud when the Spaniards walked 
over the battlefield, he was looked 
upon as killed. 
When the soldiers 
had retired, he stealthily arose and 
made his way into the woods, where 
he stayed until his wounds Avere well 
enough for him to walk about. 
He 
divested himself of his great boots, 
his pistol-belt, and the rest of his 
piratical costume, and adding to his 
scanty raiment a cloak and hat which 
he had stolen from a poor Cottage, ho 
boldly approached 
the 
town 
and 
entered it. 
He looked like a very or- 
dinary person, 
and no notice 
was 
taken of him by the authorities. Here 
he found shelter and something to eat, 
and soon began to make himself very 
much at home in the streets of Cam- 
peachy.

The very latest vehicle to transport 
people 
around is called the 
trolley 
wagon. 
This interesting contrivance 
is really a happy medium between the 
trolley car aud the ordinary 
vehicle. 
We have had auto-cars and motor-cars, 
but the trolley wagon is neither. 
It 
is an invention 
all by itself, and its 
source of power is the one thing that 
enables thp trolley car to call it a first 
cousin. 


The motor of theAvagon is connected 
to the rear wheel by suitable gearing. 
It is about 15-horsepower. 
It is a 
powerful affair, for its two rear wheels 
are eight feet in diameter. 
The two 
front wheels are four feet in diameter. 
The frame supporting the motor is 
suspended from the wagon frame. 


The width of the wheels is consid- 
erable, and 
as the front wheels are 
much nearer together than'the rear 
wheels the wagon acts to 
quite a 
degree as a road roller. 
One of the 
advantages 
of the trolley wagon is 
that the worst road in the country has 
no terrors for it. 
The width of its 
wheels and the way they are adjusted 
make it possible for it to even ride 
over plowed ground 
in safety, and 
without that disagreeable jar that a 
rough road generally causes. 


The trolley itself is adapted to run 
either on two or three -wires. 
Every- 
one who has seen a trolley car must 
have noticed the little wheel that runs 
along on the wire. 
This is called the 
locking wheel, 
and its movement, 
which has heretofore been on a vertical 
plane, is arranged in this instance to 
operate on a horizontal plane, thus 
claanging complication to simplicity 
and reducing the cost and weight of 
the wheel. 


The inventor of the vehicle believes 
there are wonderful prospects in store 
for it. 
He sees no reason why it may 
not be utilized in many sections of the 
country, particularly where street cars 
do not run, 
and the building of a 
street car line would involve 
tremen- 
dous expense. 
He thinks the trolley 
wires could be erected, 
and then all 
that is needful will have been accom- 
plished, as the trolley wagon cau run

Cora. vs. George W. Day, charge rape, 
fornication, and indecent assault, on in- 
formation of G. W. Cook; nol. pros, as 
to first and last charges, and plea of 
^ i l t y as to second. Defendant sentenced 
to pay a fine of one hundred dollars, 
«osts, &c. 


Com. vs. Willis Cook, charge fornica- 
tion and bastardy, on information of 
Ella Carl, verdict guiltv, and sentence 
•suspended upon defendant giving se- 
curity to appear when required. 


Com. vs. Lewis Goodermuth, charge 
^carrying concealed weapons, on infor- 
mation of Harry Stoops, Not a true bill, 
•county to pay costs. 


O. S. Chronister, who had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of forgery, was sen- 
tenced to the Eastern Penitentiary for 
14 months. 


Christian R. Shultz was given a simi- 
lar sentence of 14 months on a like 
•charge to which he had pleaded guilty. 


The Quarter Sessions cases were all 
disposed of by Wednesday afternoon 
when the Common Pleas list was taken 
tip. The first case called was Lewis V. 
Keller, Executor of Julia Ann Keller, 
decM, vs. Vincent O'Bold, a suit to re- 
cover alleged arrears of Dower. 
Upon 
completion of plaintiff^s testimony the 
Court, on motion of defendant, ordered 
a non-suit. 


In the next case, that of L. V. Keller 
and J. W. Keller vs. Vincent O'Bold, 
•suit in ejectment, the plaintiil suffered a 
voluntary non-suit, as tlie issue was 
practically the same as in the preceeding 
case. 


In the case of Geo. W. Stover vs. John 
W. Baker, a non-suit w^is entered, the 
plaintiff not appearing. 


On Friday morning the last case for 
trial was called, Gottschalk Co., vs. Geo.

Maxim, of London, offers 
to the United 
States government

furnish for ^500,000, the cost of con-

Spanish navy. 
The 
plan 
involves the use of aerial 
torpedoes. 
The writer is a brother of Hiram Max- 
im, inventor of weapons of destruction, 
and 
is well known 
in 
the scientific 
woild. 


Mr. Maxim 'holds that if his inven 
tions are put into practice, armor will 
be rendered 
useless. 
The 
projectile, 
instead 
ol 
being 
an 
armor-piercing 
shot, 
will 
be a thin shell, intended 
only as a cover ior the explosive which 
it 
will 
carry. 
Pneumatic 
guns 
for 
throwing high explosives have a limited 
range. 
His 
torpedoes, 
which 
carry 
half a ton of explosive, may be sent 
nine miles, while a ton of gun cotton 
can 
be 
thrown 
five 
miles. 
These 
ranges are equal to the .effective ranges 
of high power guns on 
battle ships. 
His cruiser would fight head on, the 
exposed portion of the vessel being pro- 
tected by deflecting armor, sufficiently 
thick to turn aside the projectiles of a 
battle ship. 
The cruiser would have a 
speed of from twenty 
to twenty-four 
knots and could choose its own posi- 
tion with respect to battle ships.

cruiser, he argues, v/ould be able on an 
average to destroy one hundred battie 
ships.

SAVING ORANGES WITH FIRES. 


H o w Califoruia Fruit Growers Unvo to 
Work on Cold NiehtH. 


A Los Angeles correspondent Avrites: 
For the second time this season the 
orange groAvers of Southern California 
are engaged in the task of 
"warming 
up all outdoors" in order to saA'e their 
crop of oranges. 
The orchardists of 
this season have alrearly learned the 
lesson which has cost Florida so dear, 
and can meet Avithout much loss tem- 
peratures Avhich Avould freeze stiff* the 
incomes of Florida growers. 


It has been necessary to determine 
by much patient experiment just hoAV 
much cold an orange Avill stand. 
It 
has been pretty Avell settled that as 
the juice of a moderately ripe orange 
is 10 per cent, sugar it Avill not con- 
geal above 28 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tests have shoAvn that 2i 
degrees for 
a x^eriod of two hours i^roduced no in- 
jury, presumably because of the oil in 
the skin of the fruit. 
When a cold 
night is expected theorchardist simply 
sits up Avith his thermometer, all night 
if necessary, and if it drojos to 28 de- 
grees any time before four in the 
morning he hustles out his employes 
and fires are lighted 
all over 
tho 
orchard. 
Sometimes Avire baskets are 
used, holding each ten pounds of soft 
coal and supported on iron rods driven 
into the ground. 
Others use buckets 
of crude oil, and some build fires of 
green i:)epper boughs, over Avhich they 
scatter fine manure. 
In one grove 
thirty fires to the 
acre of pepper 
boughs, straAv and manure raised tho 
temj^erature six degrees and saved tho 
oranges. 
In another, Avhere twenty 
coal baskets to the acre Avere burned, 
the temperature was raised four de- 
grees, 
In one test buckets of crude 
oil were set blazing three rows apart 
all through a big orchard, and the 
temperature was raised Aa'c degrees, 
so that not an orange Avas hurt. 
All 
night long the thermometers and the 
fires must be Avatched constantly, and 
the men taking care of an orchard 
travel their beats unceasingly,keeping 
up the fires, making 
sure that each 
gives out a liberal quantity of smoke 
and 
seeing 
that the 
thermometer 
does not shoAV below the danger point. 
The heavy smoke 
settles in a thick, 
uniform cloud over the trees and acts 
as a sort of blanket, holding down the 
Avarmth given out by the fires and that 
radiated by the earth.
